tfMr. Suptrwillc, ■ tew OoDfederate en- 
voy, has been dispatched to Fracce via Text*, 
to notitT the Emperor q/ the- taco^'.tloa of 
his revolutions rj fecvetrahiftnt in Mexico, and 
to mildlf auk that this em all fsvor will he 
reciprocated by a counter recognition ol their 
own independence. This is pnttlpg In etraw 
bail with a vengeance. The rebels, who have 
norighjjto the government in the 
States, propose to iDdorw the 
French in Mixico, where the latter 
legal or moral right to power. There 
ought tc be some sympathetic feeling between 
these fellow adventnrera, and Napoleon Is 
ungratelul if he do« not aW his fellow*. It 
may be urged, s* Impertinent fellows will urge 
sometimes, that the rebel indorsement Is ot 
no value; that what they do can nel;her help 
nor hurl; but that is only contingently true. 
If the French do not reciprocate, the swift 
recognition through M. Buperville will be 
val.dws; bat if the French were to do so, 
the aid of the new nation, even Ktrug^ling as 
It is now, wcuM be worth mere to assure the 
permanence of the new Mex nan Eatrire than 
that of any other nntion, the United Suits 
only excepted. Th 3 Confederacy would eland 
a etrons, if not impassable, barrier between 
this country and the French possessions. 

If, by the aid of Napoleon, the reb.l'.ion 
should succeed in establishing i* self AS a per- 
manent Rovernraent, the cftect would be still 
further advjntstr«xus to him; for wiih the lrss 
of the territory of the seceded Su*i, and the 
overthrow of our own Government, wc would 
loec all Interest in the Kc-xican question. 
Whether Napcleoo, Maximilian, anarchy cr 
8atan ruled, there would be a subjecv over 
which we would not feel the slightest anxiety 
or hav? the smallest care. 

In tnch an improbable event, however, tee 
recusation aud permanence of the French at 
a power in Mex'co would be of i n:u>n * Is* 
terestto the ne v power. Th» Confederacy 
would spiius to life only to find i:*clt closed 
in between one power hobtile and mortified, 
and another antagonistic, amotions and dom 
iaeering. It would have to ccme Into life 
like Minerva, from the brain of lf.ve, full 
armed "from tip to toe, at; J prepared to do 
bittle against the aggressions of France and 
the United S'atee. Tae establishment of the 
Confederacy would at once alter the relations 
between the United States aad France. Now, 
t > secure a foothold in Mexico, the Emperor's 
interests are antagonistic to the Union; 
but the foothold once secured, and then their 
inlerests would becom? identical. The French 
would wish to secure as much of the gulf t«» 
rilory as possible; the Union to recover her 
lost grouod in the South. Etch would be 
willing to concede something; the Union 
would think half a loaf better than no bread, 
and would allow France not only to recover 
Mexico, but such part of the Confederacy as 
the two powers— our own and the French — 
might settle among themselves. Thus the ex- 
istence of the new Government would begin 
with difficulties ecareely less dangerous than 
those throuirh whit 1' i«. passed into being. 

The concession, therefjre, of the French 
usn rpal i una in Mexico is a real concessioK. 
It is something which the wise and wily 
leaders of the rebellion would never consent 
to were they not driven to it by the direst 
extreme. Onr interest in the mutter is con- 
tingent, but whether the Union is restored or 
not it is contrary to the interests of the 
Southern States for a rival and lormidable 
power to bo established in Mexico. 

In the present position of affairs in the 
Coafedciauy it Ip, of course, wise to gire up 
any Mexican dream they may have had. It 
would be wiser to yield even more than that 
to what they have in view, as it Is cheaper 
alwajs to give away what you haven't got 
than what you have. 

It Is hardl. likely, however, that Napoleon 
will accept their delusive offer. Gr?teful as a 
pledge of amity from the South would be to 
him in bis cicsigus, it would hardly be valua- 
ble if ihere was a condition of the hostility of 
the United Slates attached to it. The offer is 
but one move in the desperate game of the 
Southern lcaderr, and most apt to be lutile. 

Wc printed, aome daye ago, a commu- 
nica'Jon from a correspondent who signed 
him-elf "E. A ," u-glng upon the Government 
to throw open the trade in cotton, under cer- 
tain restrictions, to all who desire to bav.and 
demanding no oath Of any kind Of the planters 
who bricg It from the rebel lines into oure 
snd sell it to u-. payment being made in 
l'ui'.(!i Stales notes.— [Evening Post. 

If the trade in cotton and all else had been 
open from the surt, it would have been all 
the better for the country, but not for a fav- 
ored lew. What did we make by stepping 
trade with the South* Would not the advant- 
ages have been about equal, and would not 
commerce kept up have done more to under- 
mine the rebellion and unite the two sections 
of the Union than anything else? By etoppirsg 
all commerce acd trade, we did juai what the 
rebels desired. It was promoting separation 
instead of Union. 

It was an idea once entertained that we 
could starve the South out, and it Is still en- 
tertained. I; has proved fallacious so far, and 
will prove so to the end. 

Why not buy all their cctton and pay In 
greenbacke? They will then be Interested in 
the credit of their money. If they can make 
more ont of trade with us than wc can make 
out of them, let them make it. "All restric- 
t.ons on trade, in our opinion, have done evil, 
without a particle of good. 

We believe open, unrestricted commerce 
would do more to end the rebellion than any- 
thing else now. The trouble le, the rebels 
would not agree to it, aud their objection is 
reasonable and in accordance with their pur- 
pose. They want separation, and all inter- 
course broken eff and prevented. We have, 
by cur restrictions on trade, been playing into 
their hands. Besides, the trade goes ou clan 
destine ly, aad the restrictions and conditions 
give opportunities for frauds and pecula- 
tion*. 

(grfWe publish an editorial from the New 
York Herald describing the ways and means 
and mean ways of recruiting in the city. 
These general statements of the Herald, we 
might hope, were too highly colored; but a 
letter to the Tribune gives what the corre- 
spondent saw whh his own eyes in following 
up one case, and, pe-rhaps, as fair a case as any, 
We may well suppose what enormities are 
perpetrated when &o mack. is seen at a casual 
gliiiip-e of the process. Wc can't comment 
on such tuteuien'.s and facts. Wc can't do 
them jaotioe. We don's like to be forced to 
e< ) : i w the doctrine of total depravity, but we 
must admit that some people are M«Uy de 
praved. Think of boys drugged with liquor 
and cheated into enlisting, and then robbed 
of tbebouLties by the

mean* G.,ve*n»:eht intended to furnish to 
tompetisate them for the saeriflco. What 
gives a darker shade to the picture, the sub- 
ordinate officials must connive at all this 
These sutemcnts reveal a degree of depravity 
snd meanness that we defy the records of 
crime to mateu. 

Such infenuily and enterprise ie meanness 
would shame the D—l. We k now of no pen 



ally that is adequate to such crimes. They 
are mean enough to defy punishment. 

lyThe New York Tribune undertakes to 
show how our Government has labored for 
an e xchange of prisoner*', how It haS fciborne; 
how it has bbccgsd commissioners to smooth 
Ibe way. All that is a very plsusiblc story; 
but why was Butler appointed to this bnsl 
ness, the mcst odious nan to the Richmond 
Government that could be selected— a mau 
they have uaderUken te outlaw? Could no- 
body else be founc? Doee his appointment 
look like an effort to faciliuto this busi- 
ness 

Meredith, instead ol appreciating his posi-

Death of Archbiahop Hughes. 

The first announcement of the death of 
this distinguished prelate was premature, 
but it only preceded the melancholy event 
a few hour*, as he breathed his last Mou- 
day night, the 1 1th inst. 

The following is a brief synopsis of the 
principal occurrences of his life. A more 
comprehensive narrative has been published, 
but the sketch annexed is believed to contain 
the main and most particular events of bis 
career : 

John Tlugbes, Catholic Archb'6hop of 
New York, V. as tbe son of a rrspecisb'e farm- 
er in "h" north of Ire'and.and was born in the 
year 1796 J he elder Hughes came to this 
country early In the present cntury, and his 
sou followed him at the age of nineteen. He 
was at first placed with a florist to learn the 
art of gardenirg, but having little taste for it, 
devoted bis leisure hours to study,and as soon 
as hie engagement had "expired entered the 
Theologcal Seminary of Mt, St. M.irj's,atEai- 
meteborg, Md., where he remained several 
yii.-5.tK-u.tr for the most of the time employed 
as a teacher. He was ordained priest at Phll- 
adflphit in 1&25 In 1830 he gained notoriety 
lrom hi3 discussion with the Rev. John Breck- 
inridge, Prcsbjterian, on the question: "Is 
the Protestant Relieion the Religion of 
Christ?" The debate" ran through several 
yearf, and in 183»i was published In a book. 
In the year 1837 he was appointed coad- 
jutor to Bishop Dubois, of New York, who 
was then in feeble hedtb, and on tbe 
death of the latter, in 18%. was made ad- 
minhHraW ot the diocese. He did not suc- 
ceed to the fu 1 ! dignity of Bishop until 1£42, 
but during the intervening period exer- 
cised all the prerogatives of the oflbe. His 
llrst step, in which he triumphed over serious 
opposition, was t« remove the tenure of church 
prop^ty from the hands of lay trustees. By 
this means the heavy debts oo the churches 
cf his diocese were consolidated and eventual- 
ly paid off, and the power and influence of tbe 
iVtsbOjiric viaited Europe, aiad collected a large 
sum of money. Soon after he founded St. 
John's College, Fordham.and became involved 
in the controversy on the Common School 
question, which has been agitated between 
Catholics and Protestants ever since. In 
1845 he again visiicd Europe for the purpose 
of bringing over Jesuits, Sisters ol Mercy 
and Brothers of the Christian Schools. In 
184«ihewas offered, by President Polk, bat 
declined, a special mission to Mexico. In 
1850 New York was raised to the dignity of 
an Arcliiepiscopal See, and Archbishop 
HugheR went to Rome to receive the insignia 
of his offlae from the hand* of the Pope. In 
IK>4 tbe faret Provisional Council of New 
York was held, and attended by seven suffra- 
gan bishops. Not long after its close, ths 
Archbishop went to Pome, to be present at 
the detinition ol* the doctrine of the Immac- 
ulate C inception. O.i his return, a contro- 
versy urote between him aad Erastus Brooks, 
of the N:*w York Express, growing out of a 
bill wuich eventually passed the Legislature, 
vesting the title cf all church property in 
trustees. It was stated by Mr. Brooks, in the 
course of the dUcus6ion, that the Arch- 
bishop owned property in the city 
of N w York to the amount of $5,- 
000,000. The letters on both sides were 
collected by tbe Archbishop and pub - 
lished in a volume. Beside the a'oove- 
nemtd controversies, the well-known ex- 
change cf letters between the Archbishop and 
the late Dr. Murray, oi Eliztuctb, New Jer- 
sey ( 'Kirwan,") will be remembered by our 
readers. The Archoiahop was also the author 
of a number of lectures and pamphlets, 
which have been published. His latest ap- 
pearance in public, a^art ir in his official du- 
ller . was curing the draR riots in New York, 
in July last, when be addressed the mob in a 
conciliatory speech. 



Militia Oboajozations in the South — 
The State authorities of Georgia are now re- 
ortranizing the iuTitla of that 8tate under the 
recent act of the Legislature, which proposes, 
by a new military system, to have Georgia 
thoroughly prepared to repel any attacks of 
the enemy during the coming spring. The 
law calls Into service all white male residents 
who are of the age of sixteen years acd not 
over sixty years of age. The militia enrolled 
under this act are to be divided into two 
classes— the first, composed of those between 
seventeen and tiffy years of a-rc, constituting 
what is called the militia proper; and the sec- 
ond class, those between sixteen and seven- 
teen years of age and between fifty and sixty 
years of age, constituting what is to be known 
as the militia reserve. The only exemptions 
provided for in the bill are those created by 
the constitution in reference to all officers and 
members of the executive, legislative and ju- 
ducial departments of government.

The Iron Resources of Scotlanp. — The 
quantity of pig iron produced this year in 
Scotland may be set down at not lees than 1,- 
150,000 tuna, which, valued at the average 
price Of the year, 55». per tun, represents a 
total value of £3,162,500 sterling, thus exhib- 
iting an Increase in the quantity of 70,000 
tuns, and in the value of £309,500, when com- 
pared with the returns of 1802. The stocks 
of T>ig iron in Scotland have now increased to 
at least 7^0,000 tuns, which, calcula'ed at the 
average price of this week , of G5?. per tun, 
amounts to £2,43?,BO0 sterling. Tbe price 
has advanced from 50>. 01. in May last to 65*. 
Od. per tun this month, aud is now 10.*. ptr 
tun higher than the average of the last fliteen 
years.

NEW TRUASIRV REGULATIONS. 

Rules for Trade on the Ohio and Mi«- 

■tMftffl — Important to Business 

Men. 

Tklow we jrWe In foil the Treasury regulations, 
adopted December 28, IMS, and which take effect 
immediately, for th« government of trade by 
merchants, cotton buyers and citiaens, ia the whole 
district designated as the First Special Air-ncjr, 
which comprises the district of the I'aitod ~State* 
west or the Alleghany mountains, and known as 
the Valley of the Missirsippi, and exteudlng sonth- 
ward so as to inclnde so mnch of the States of Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Arkansas and Louisiana, as is, 
or may be, occupied by national forces operating 
from the North: 

L The first agency is divided into districts des- 
ignates and described its fol!ow>: 

The Wheeling district comprises that part of the 
agency embraced In the State of West Virginia, 
excepting the counties upon aud south of the Kan- 

!>\Vltf rj.i-r 

The Lexington district comprises that part of 
the State of Kentucky south or the restricted line, 
as hereinafter indicated in Rule VII, and east of 
the Lonlsville and Nashville railroad, excepting 
the counties of Pike, Floyd, Johnson, Lawrence, 
Qjlinl ar.u Boyd. 

The Louisville district comprises that part of the 
first ag-ency north of the State of Tennessee east 
of the Louisville and Na3hville railroad, which is 
not embraced in the Wheeling and Lexington dis- 
tricts, as above de-cribed. 

The Ciiro district comprises that part of the 
agency west of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, north of the State of Tennessee, and east of 
the Mississippi rl»er, 

The 8t. Lou s district comprises that part of the 
agency west of the Missi-sippl river, and north of 
the south line of the State of Missouri, except the 
counties embraced in the Springfield district, as 
hereinafter described. 

The Springfield district comprises the counties 
of Vernon. Cedar, Polk, Dallas, Laclede. Wright, 
Webster, Oreen, Dade, Barton, Jasper, Lawrence, 
Christian. Dom;la-», Ozark, Maney. Stone, Bam', 
Newtou, McDonald, in the State of Missouri, aud 
that part of the State of Arkansas north of the 
White river aud west of the Big Black river. 

The Helena district comprises the counties of 
Aifcanssa, Desha, Drew, Chicot and Ashley, ill tlid 
State of Ark. ni -as. and also those counties in the 
said State upon the east of the Big Black riverand 
upon the east of the White river, from its junction 
with the Big Black to Its mouth, except the coun- 
ties of Crittenden and Mississippi. Alsn the coun- 
ties of Tunica, Bollvcr. Washington and Coahoma, 
In the State of Mississippi, 

The Little R < k district comprises that part of 
the State of Arkansas not included in .the Uelena 
and Springfield districts, as above described. 

The Knozville district comprises that part of the 
State of Tennessee known sa East Tennessee. 

The Nashville district comprise* that pirt of the 
State of Tennessee west of the Knoxviile district 
and cast of the Tennessee river, and so much of 
Alabama as lies north of the Tennessee river. 

The Memphis district comprises that part of the 
State of Tennessee west of the Tennessee river, 
the north tier of counties in the State of Missis- 
sippi, and Mississippi aud Crittenden counties la 
the Sts'e of Arkansas. 

The V icksimr^ district comprise? so much of tho 
State of Mississippi ns lies north of tbe mouth of 
Bit: fl'nck riv r, and Is not embraced in the v.em- 
£ and llelena districts, as ahovc described, and 
nch of tho State of Louisiana as lies north of 
the mouth of Big Black river and eatt of the 
Washita. 

The Hatches district comprises territory within 
the lines of the army operating from the north, 
which lies south of the districts above designated. 

II. An Assistant Special Agent for enrh district 
above nami-d will be appointed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, whose duties, under the Regulations, 
will be prescribed by the letter or appointment, 
or as may be therein directed 

HI. Local Special Agents and Agency Aids will 
be appointed by the Assistant Special Agents for 
. their respective districts, but in all cases these ap- 
pointments ran t. be forthwith reported to the office 
of the Supervising Specinl Axent for approval, 
stating the dale wnen service commenced, rate of 
ccnip-u-ation, and location of each. Compensa- 
tion will in i*o case be allowed for service perform- 
ed more than twenty days before notice of the ap- 
pointment Is received at the office of the Super- 
vising Special Agent. 

IV All reports required to be made by Local 
Special Agents, under the Regulations, must be 
mnde as therein required, on or before the third 
day of every month, and Assistant Special Agents 
will remove any Local Asjent failing in this. 

V. Any Surveyor failing to make the reports re- 
quired by the Regulations at the time specified 
therein, will be promptly reported to ;he office of 
the Supervising Special Agent, by the Assistant 
Special As. nt of the district, that his default may 
be at once brought to the attention of the Sccre- 
tarv. 

VI. All reports required under the Regulations 
from Assistant Special Agents must be made and 
forwarded to the office of the Supervising Special 
Agent, before the 10th day of each mouth. Any 
railure to oo this will be reported to the Secre- 
tary. 

VII. In order to prevent, nuder pretense of leiriti- 
mato trade, the conveyance of supplies which un- 
intended for persons in rebellion against the Gov- 
ernment, or lor places under the control of insurg- 
ents, and also to prevent undue accumulation of 
goods at points in dangorous proximity to districts 
under ihe control of insurgents, it is found neces- 
sary to restrict, temporarily, the trade with certain 
parts of Mates not declared in insurrection, 

which the iusurgenis could be othcr- 
eonveaioiitly supplied; therefore, no 
merchandise designed for sale will be permitted 
to go to any place in tho State of West Virginia, 
on or south of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 
between Oakland and 4lraft on , nor to cither of 
those places, nor to any place on or south of the 
Northwestern Virginia Railroad, between Grafton 
and 1'iirkersburg, nor to either of those places; nor 
iny place ou the south side of the Ohio river, 
between Parkrraburg and the mouth of the Big 
nor to any place in Ihe State of Kentucky, 
upon or south of a line drawn from the mouth of 
the Big Sandy to l*.owlin?srrcen; thence to the 
northeast corner of Logan county; thence along the 
northern boundary of Ix)rr.'n, Todd, Christian and 
Trigg counties, to the Cumberland river; thence 
down that river to its mouth, including all that 
part of Kentucky west of said river; nor to any 
)lace in the State of Missouri, on or south of the 
kli-souri riVer; except the counties of St. Louis, 
Jefferson, Ste. Genevieve, l'erry and Franklin, ex- 
cept upon and in pursuance of the certificate of 
the proper local special agent, and the letter of 
appointment and instructions to such agent will in 
ail cases indicate the amount of merchandise he 
will be allowed to recommend for his district. 

VIII. The only officers authorized to permit the 
transportation of merchandise into such restricted 
districts, or to any insurrectionary State within 
the Kirst Special Agency, are the Surveyors at Pitta- 
burg, Wheeling, Cincinnati, Madison, Louisville, 
New Albany, Evansville, Paducah, Cairo, Quincy, 
St. Louis, Nashville and Memphis. 

IX. Family supplies may be permitted to go into 
restricted districts iu loyal States by either of the 
above named officers in their discretion, or by the 
Local Special Agents most convenient to the resi- 
dence of tbe family requiring them. 

X. The transportation of merchandise into such 
restricted districts for sale will only be permitted 
upc 

Whose district it is desired to 
chaudise 

XI. No trade, either in buying or selling, will be 
authorized lu any State declared in insurrection, 
except within lines hereinidlc-r designated, under 
Regulation IX. 

XII. No sale of merchandise therein can be 
made except by traders authorized under the Reg- 
ulations to establish trade etore-s. 

XIII. Trade stores will not be established at any 
place within a State declared in insurrection, 
until ir shall be agreed by the military commander 
of the department, or of the army corps district in 
which such place is situated, after a conference be- 
tween him and the Supervising Special Agent or 

uch Assistant Special Agent as shall be designat- 
ed by him for that purpose, that the same may be 
done. 

XIV. After a place has been so agreed upen, I f it 
is a military poet, do supplies shall be allowed to 
go therefrom except upon the permit of the proper 
local Special Agent, countersigned by the com- 
mander of tbe post, or some person authorized by 
him for that purpose. 

XV. The monthly amount of good* that may be 
permitted to any trading poet shall be agreed up- n 
between the proper assistant special agent and the 

mmanding officer of the army corps district in 
which such trading post is situated. The maxi- 
mum amount that may be authorized to any indi- 
vidual or firm shall also be agreed upon, aud this 
shall not exceed $3,(100 per month unless the com- 
manding officer for military reasons desires it to be 
larger, and if such reasons exist, all peisons trad- 
ing there shall be equally affected thereby. If the 
monthly amount allowed to any trade store be not 
all taken up bv the trader during the month, he 
may be allowed all deflciencie-s upon any future ap- 
plication daring the continuance of hi a authority 

XVI . Persons living within the Hues of national 
military occupation may obtain permits for the 
purchase < f supplies at such trade stores, on ap- 
plication to the nearest Local Special Agent, with 
a memorandum in duplicate of the snpplies desir- 
ed, and on making and filine with him the affida- 
vit prescribed in regulation XVI. Tbe Local Spe- 
cial Agent will, on receiving such application and 
;<fUdavit, in case no fraud appear, attach one mem- 
orandum of the supplies o the application aud af- 
fidavit, and file the same ; aud will attach the other 
memorandum, countersigned by him, to a permit, 
and deliver it to the applicant, charging and re- 
ceiving the following fees therefor:

XVII. Persous desiring to obtain supplies else- 
where than at the nearest trade store will make 
aud file the same application and affidavit with the 
nearest local special agent, aud obtain from him a 
certificate and recommendation directed to the per- 
mit officer nearest the place of proposed purchase 
of supplies ; and tbe local special agent will grant 
such certificate and recommendation and charge 
therefor as follows :

XIX. Trade stores will he tmthoriavd an'y i>y the

agency, or by the supervising special agent. 

XX. " No purchase of products of States declared 

in insurrection within tbe first agency can be made 
therein, except under the authority to the pur- 
chaser provided for in the regulations. 

X!XI. Every authority for the purchase of pro- 
ducts shall distinctly designate the place at which, 
or the I'mtts of the districts within which, such 
purchase may be made, and no authority shall be 
isnued to parties bevond the limiU and bcundaries 
designated in rule XXIV. 

XXII. Ant homy to purchase the produce of that 
portion of States declared in insurraction within 
Ihe First Agency, snd within the boundaries named 
iu rule XXIV, will be gives by any Assistant 
Special Agent therein, or at tho office of the Super- 
vising "peclal Agent. - ' 

XXIII. Atte-rtne designation of boundaries under 
Regulations IX, boats without supplies on board 
may be cleared by the Surveyor nearest the dcAti- 
Dailon thereof, to anywhere therein, with persons 
on board authorised to purchase products within 
the district to which they are cleared, provided 
that the clearance of each boat lev sue a purpose 
shall state definitely where U is permitted to go, 
and Shall N; countersigned, w ith the approval of 
the military officer in command at tbe place of 
clearance nearest to its destination. Boats with 
supplies on board ran only be cleared for named 
places, until after tbe supplies are discharged; after 
such discharge they may proceed as other boats, 
under the original clearance, but all such clearances 
shall also be approved by the commanding officer 
at the place of clearance. All clearances mast 
stats by whom the boat is chartered, if chartered, 
or for whom it is to transport products to market. 

XXIV. The limits and boundaries of the trad- 
districts in the First Agency, after conference with 
the generals commanding tuedepart incuts therein, 
are hereby designated as follows, as provided in 
regulations IX : 

The- plantations on both sides of the Mississippi 
rlvwr throughout the agency; the counties upon 
and north of the Tennessee river, in the State of 
Alabama; the counties of Warren, l---<iu na, 
Yazoo, Washington, Snnflower, Bolivar, Coahoma. 
Tunica, DeSoto, Marshall, *nppah and Tistumingo, 
in Mississippi; the parishes of Tensas, Madison, 
and Carroll, in Louisiana; so much of the Sraie 
of Arkansas as lies upon the north of the Arkau**a 
river; all that part or the State of Tennessee lying 
west of the Tennessee river, and so much of the 
counties of Stewart and Montgomery as lies north of 
the Cumberland river so much of the county of 
Cheatham as lies north of the Harpeth rivei ; Robert- 
son and Davidson, and so mnch of Williamson and 
M.nnry as lies north of ihe llarpeth river and cast 
of the Hillsboro pike, north of Duck river, and 
east, of the Alabama and Tennessee railread ; Bed- 
ford, Rutherford, Sumner. Macon, Warrcu, Coffee; 
so much of Franklin as lies east of the i\ashvilic 
and Chattanooga railroad; Marion. Grnndv; so 
much of Martial! as lies north of Duck rivair: so 
much of Hamilton as lies north and w est e# Ten- 
nessee river; Seqnatchir, Knox, DcKalb. Ray, 
Meigs, McMinn. Horn -, Biunt, Sevier, Jefferson, 
Coolie, Greer, Washington, Carter, Johnson, Sulli- 
van, Hawkins.

XXV. After the first fee of fifty cents shall be 
paid by a boat for a trip clearance, no more than 
twenty-five cents shall he charged, under Section 
XXIX of the Regulations, for any renewal of the 
permit on the same trip. 

XXV 11. O Leers will, in all cases, attach to per- 
mits lsstled by them either the original invoices of 
the merchandise, or certified copies thereof (ex- 
cept the item extensions), each one of which saall 
be oncially stamped or countersigned by tbem. 

XXVH1. These rules shall take effect Immedi- 
ately; but every authority to purchase products is- 
sued prior to Jan. 5. 1884, shall be conditioned that 
no purchase be made under it until I ~ 
uud no boat shall be cleared below 
Rule XXIII, before that time. 

XXIX. Blank applications, affidavits 
for trade stores, and authorities to purchase the 
products of insurrectionary districts, will be 
furnished to any Surveyor applying for them at 
the office of the Agency in Cincinnati, which 
blanks will be prep ired by such Surveyor for ap- 
plicants therefor, and the certificate of the Sur- 
veyor as to the sufficiency of the sureties upon the 
bond, shall be satisfactory toany Assistant Special 
Agent to whom the same shall be presented for 
the desired authority. 
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The Volunteer Business as It Is. 

We are g'ad to learn that the iniquitous re- 
cruiting system in this city and the surround- 
ing districts ia about to undergo a rigid over- 
hauling by the Secretary of War, and that 
some of those who havo been engaged in' it 
are likely to be afforded full time for re- 
tlectim- on the errors of their course during 
an enforced sojourn in some one or other 
of Uncle Sam's caravansaries. When 
the facts in regard to the mode of 
procuring volunteers, white and colored, 
in this city and the country districts, are 
mini- known, the public will be forced to re- 
cognize a picture bealdc which all that Clark- 
Bon and Wilberforce once declaimed about 
the horrors ol the slave trade will bo forgot- 
ten. "Hocoesing," or the administration of 
drinks containing narcotic poison, has b en 
for months one of the ordinary methods of 
promoting enlistments. False representa- 
tions of every variety have also been iu use, 
and in many eases the recruits Live been com- 
pelled to swear in nader threa ts of physical 
violenc s in case of refusal. 

Nor is this tbe worst. Between the voltia- 
teentsrokers and certain of the authorities 
there is at least prima facie evidence of some- 
thing like complicity in a scheme of fraud the 
most crud, ruleless and gigantic that modern 
days have witnessed. In almost every street 
or our city parents are lament ing the enlist- 
ment of their hapless sons, mere bojs , bet wt en 
! iu te- it and seventeen years of age, who 
have been made drunk asd then enlis:ed 
acd robbed of every dollar ot their 
bounty. Cases are on record In which old, 
gray-headed men, tottering on the verge of 
the grave, have been carried, while intoxi- 
cated, to a barber shop, their hair dyed, 
their general appearance spruced up with 
some semblance of fictitious juvenility, and 
then enlisted, their bounty monev being the 
reward of tho patriots engaged In this hon- 
orable business. Cripples, with ruptures, 
hernia, variccse veins, pulmonary diseases, 
broken legs, breken arms, toothle.s, deaf, 
half sightless, hunchbacked, wry necked, half 
fiugeriess, decrepit, and idiotie have been re* 
ceived into the service of the United Slates in 
certain of the rural districts, the brokers in 
these cases seldom giving their victims more 
than twenty or thirty doihrs ont of the three 
to five hundred dollars which they have re- 
ceived for them through the criminal negli- 
gence of the town or local anthoritiea. 

Of the many hundred men now upon Biker's 
Island and in other depots, it is alleged, and 
with strong presumptive proof, that they 
have not received an average, at the outside, 
of one hundred dollars each of the bounty, 
thu9 allowing the handsome margin of lour 
hundred thousand dollars to be divided 
amongst the broker* and such others as 
they may have to da\ide with. It is 
htga time that Government should in- 
ter lere to put an end to ibis system, which, 
if unchecked, will make our soldiery 
hereafter b i known as the "most noble army 
of cripples." Half a dozen of the volunteer 
brokers should be sent to Fort Lafayette to 
commence with; and, if it can be proved that 
any officers of tne Government have been in 
complicity with them, those traitors in uniform 
should be either roasted alive or made Briga- 
dier General*. It never was easier to procure 
recruits of the best kind, tairly and honorably, 
if only a just system be attorned in their pro- 
cure me at. TnousaBda of hearty and patriotic 
young men axe willing to enlis; it approached 
iu a proper manner. But under the system aa 
now administered— and it is much worse in 
the New England Stales — the brokers can ob- 
tain more for some tipsy, broken-down un- 
fortunate whom they c-au defraud out ot elue- 
tenths of his bounty, than they can hope to 
receive from a sober, clear-headed, fit volun- 
teer, who goes into the service with his eyes 
open and anxious to leave behind him wnen 
emitting home some provision lor the suppor 
of his laxuily. For his exertions in this mat- 
ter, Gen. Dix deserves the thanks of the enure 
community.— [N. Y. Herald. 

A Mas Baked to Death— The Newark (N. 
J.) Journal records the following: 

Oa Saturday last a man named David Win- 
ston, employed in Stengel's patent-leather 
manufactory, Plane street, was missed from 
his wort, and it was supposed that he had 
left the premises. Oa Tuesday an unpleasant 
smell w.-s noticed lu the vicinity of a large 
heated chamber, and on Wednesday the smell 
iucreased In offeuslveness. One ot the men In 
the factory entered the archway to us. -or lain 
the cause, and there discovered the body of 
Winston reclining against the walL The 
chamber was too hot to allow of the immedi- 
ate removal ot the remains, but it was evident 
that the unfortunate man had been literally 
baked to doatb. He had probably gone in for 
tbe purpose of warming himself, and was so 
overpowered by the heat as to be unable to 
find bis way out. The oven was co >led off 
yesterday afternoon, and the body removed 
from its awful tomb.

The frequent outrages perpetrated in vari- 
ous parts of the State by lawless bands of ma 
randers can, in a large degree, be traced to 
the active aid of rebel sympathizers in our 
midst, or their neglect to furnish to military 
commandants the information in their pos- 
session, which would lead to the defeat and 
capture of such as randers. 

Sympathizers with the rebellion who, while 
erj jying protection from the Oovernmeut, 
abuse tbe leniency extended to them by con- 
cealing the movements of rebel guerrillas, by 
giving them information, affording them shel- 
ter, supplying them with provisions aud oth- 
erwise encouraging and fomenting private 
raids, are in criminal complicity with all the 
outrages perpetrated by the marauders whom 
they secretly countenance. 

It is in the power of persons whose sympa- 
thies are with the rebellion to prevent guer- 
rilla raids, almost invariably, by furnlsMng to 
military officers of the United States or State 
of Kentucky the information which expe 
nence has proved them to be, as a general 
thing, possessed of. 

If all would unite, as is their duty, in put- 
ting down guerriUas, we would soon c?asc to 
be troubled with thei raids. A neglect to 
afford all assistance and information which 
may aid In defeating the designs of maraud- 
ing parties ean but be construed as a culpable 
and active assistance to our enemies. 

1 therefore request that the various milita- 
ry commandants in the State of Kentucky 
will, in every Instance where a loyal citizen is 
taken off by bauds of guerrillas, immediately 
arrest at least live of the most prominent and 
active rebel sympathizers In tbe vicinity of 
tuch outrage for every loyal man taken by 
guerrillas. These sympathizers should be 
held as hostages for the safe and speedy re- 
turn of the loyal citizons. Where there are 
disloyal relatives of guerrillas, tbey should 
bo the chief sufferers. Let them learn that 
if Vh«y refuse to txert themselves actively for I 
the assistance and protection of the loyal, | 
they must expect to reap the Jus*, fruits or 
their complicity with the enemies of our State 
and people.
